The amendment has been disapproved for introducing new matter into the specification. CFR 1. 121(a)(6) states that no 
amendment may introduce new matter into the disclosure of an application. The original disclosure does not support the 
recitation of a data voltage Vdata from the signal line 310b or 410b electrically connected to the drain terminal of the 
switching transistor 310 or 410. In fact, claims 1 and 8 claim a source terminal of the switching transistor (310 or 410) 
electrically connected to a signal line (310b or 410b). Also, claims 1 5 and 26 recite a gate terminal of the driving transistor 
(320 or 420) electrically connected to a drain terminal of the switching transistor (310 or 410), not the signal line (310b or 
410b). 
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
